CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 
The Viet Cong released 32 more 
American prisoners of war today, and 
the senior officer in the group thanked 
President 
Nixon 
for ordering 
the 
bombing of Hanoi and Haiphong last 
December. 
Air Force Col. Theodore W. Guy of 
Tucson, Ariz., told a welcoming crowd 
at Clark Air Base he has no doubts that 
the heavy bombing of North Vietnam’s 
two main cities helped hasten the end 
of the war. 
“We are grateful that we had a 
President that made those decisions,” 
said Guy, 43. He was captured when his 
Phantom fighter-bomber was downed 
during a strike mission over Laos on 
March 22, 1968. 
“ Dignity, honor and love of country 
are three things that most of us 


treasured and thought of for many 
years,” Guy said. “ On behalf of the 
men in this group, I would like to thank 
the President of the United States, Mr. 
Nixon, for bringing us home with this 
dignity and honor.” 
His words were in sharp contrast to 
antiwar and antimilitary statem ents 
attributed to a dozen of the men in the 
group by Communist broadcasts since 
1968. However, all came off the plane 
smartly, saluted the colors and were 
cheered by the crowd. 
A U.S. Air Force hospital plane 
brought Guy, 26 other m ilitary 
prisoners and five civilians 
from 
Hanoi. At Clark Air Base they joined 
108 POWS released by North Vietnam 
on Wednesday and two Vietnam war 
fliers 
freed by 
Communist 
China 
Thursday. 


The men freed Wednesday will begin 
leaving for the United States Saturday, 
and most of the 142 freed this week are 
expected to be home early next week. 
Others freed today included the POW 
held longest in Vietnam, Maj. Floyd J. 
Thompson, 39, of Hudson, Mass., who 
was captured on March 26, 1964, and 
Philip W. Manhard, SI, of the State 
Department, the senior U.S. civilian 
captured during the war. 
The latest returnees brought the total 
number of Americans released by the 
North Vietnamese and the Viet Cong 
since the Vietnam cease-fire Jan. 28 to 
439. Another 140 servicemen and seven 
civilians in Communist hands are to be 
freed by March 28, the 60-day deadline 
set by the peace agreement. 
O hio electric utility firms 
given deadline on pollution 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- The Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
announced plans to bring the state’s 
major electrical utility plants into 
compliance with emission standards by 
July, 1975. 
State EPA Director Ira Whitman 
also revealed at a news conference in 
Cleveland Thursday that the state may 
bring criminal charges against the 
Republic Steel Corp. Republic Steel 
officials had no immediate response to 
Whitman’s charge that the firm failed 
to initiate required cutbacks during an 
air pollution alert in Cleveland two 
weeks ago. 
W hitman said the “ com pliance 
schedules’* were issued to 14 electric 
plants, representative of the state’s 
seven major utility groups, in order to 
force a confrontation on the utilities’ 
argument 
that 
the standards 
are 
technologically impossible to comply 
with. 
In part, the problem was com­ 
plicated by the plants’ using high- 
sulfur Ohio coal as fuel Whitman said, 
although he said the state EPA was not 
convinced the requirements could not 
be met. 
He admitted that if the companies 
dem onstrate during the next six 
months that the standards are indeed 
out of reach that the state would seek 
other answers, possibly to include 
asking the federal government to 
waive the air standards in Ohio. 
“The wisdom of our decisions can be 
challenged, but the impossible cannot 
be made possible,’ he conceded. But he 
added: “We will push to the wall to 
achieve the possible.” 
Whitman took a hard line on the 
Repubic Steel case, insisting that the 


state EPA was “not totally satisfied 
with the response of Republic Steel 
during the recent alert. In addition, it is 
my understanding that they never 
submitted’* a contingency plan due 
Aug. 15, 1972.

(AP) - “lf he 
catch you, he’ll beat you and bring you 
back.” m igrant worker Charles Bryant 
said of what happened to anyone who 
tried to escape the work gang of his 
boss. 
Bryant, 41. one of 27 workers freed by 
police T hursday from w hat was 
described as a slave labor camp, said 
his boss “ had an order that you 
couldn’t go anywhere." 
Joe Williams, 55, told police a fellow 
laborer who tried to escape was beaten 
until “ he just held his head and cried 
like a baby.” 
Police reported that many of the 
m igrants at the camp near here said 
Joe L. Brown and Lafayette Matthew 
held the traveling work crew by force, 
threats and indebtedness for as long as 
four years. 
A Dade County sheriff’s detective 
said the workers “were being held 
against their will and were being held 
as slaves.” 
Brown, 35, and Matthew, 27, were 
charged with false imprisonment and 
conspiracy to commit a felony. 
Fred Diaz of the county Migrant 
Health Clinic, said the men were in 
generally poor health. “ There is a 
suspicion of tuberculosis with some, 
others have slight pneumonia, liver 
disorders, heart conditions. Most are 
m alnourished. Some have bloody 
abcesses,” he said. 
Police said they went to the camp to 
investigate an unrelated assault and 
told the workers 
to stay 
around 
because they w'ould be needed as wit­ 
nesses. 
Officers moved the laborers to a 
nearby hotel after Robert Washington 
told them “You don't have to worry 
about us staying here. We can’t leave.” 
Jam es Ralph, 45, said he was 
recruited by Brown four years ago and 
ever since he has been in debt to his 
boss. 
“ Every week I’d be owing him $100, 
$200,” said Ralph. “ I don’t know what I 
owed him for. That’s what he had on 
the books.” 
The workers range in age from 22 to 
65 and included 26 men and one woman. 
Police said they came from a number 
of southern states and traveled from 
state to state in a bus owned by Brown. 
Police said Brown and Matthew and all 
but one of the workers are black. 
Police said Brown was carrying 
$43,785 in small bills in a blue tape- 
cassette box that he took from his 1973 
Cadillac. 
Brown was freed on $50,000 bond. 
Matthews remained in jail.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Senate 
Judiciary Committee members are 
showing 
no disposition 
to 
take 
President Nixon to court for refusing to 
let his official lawyer testify on the 
nomination of L. Patrick Gray III to be 
FBI director. 
“The committee has other action it 
can take,” said Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., a 
member of the panel. 
He said, for example, that the 
committee could simply tell Nixon it 
would not act on Gray’s nomination 
unless White House Counsel John W. 
Dean III appears for questioning. 
Nixon said Thursday he does not 
believe the committee would hold Gray 
“hostage,” but the members appear 
closely divided. The issue may come to 
a vote next week. 
Ervin not only is a Judiciary Com­ 
mittee member but chairman of a 
committee created by the Senate to 
investigate the W atergate bugging and 
other alleged political espionage and 
sabotage in last year’s presidential 
election. 
All indications are that if an attempt 
is made to compel Dean’s testimony, it 
will be done by Ervin’s committee in 
the W atergate investigation, rather 
than by the Judiciary Committee in its 
consideration of Gray’s nomination. 
“ If we are going to have this con­ 
frontation, I’d rather face it with the 
select comm ittee,” Ervin said. Other 
senators also said Ervin’s committee 
would be the preferred battleground. 
At a news conference Thursday, 
Nixon said he would not allow Dean to 
testify at any congressional hearing 
and invited a Supreme Court test of his 
stand on executive privilege. 
“ If the Senate feels they want a court 
test, we would welcome it,” he said. 
Although Dean, at the President’s 
direction, declined the Judiciary 
Committee’s invitation to testify on 
Gray’s nomination, he offered to an­ 
swer relevant questions submitted in 
writing. 
The only way the committee could 
force a court test would be to subpoena 
Dean and then, if he refused to appear, 
seek to have the Senate cite him for 
contempt. 
This is just what Ervin said he 
proposes to do if Nixon refuses to let 
Dean testify at the forthcom ing 
W atergate investigation. Ervin said 
Dean would be “a very relevant wit­ 
ness” at his committee’s hearings. 
“ If we get any information that any 


White House aide has any knowledge 
relevant to this investigation,” Ervin 
said, “ I will certainly recommend to 
the committee he be subpoenaed and if 
he fails to appear or refuses to give 
information after appearing, I will 
recommend to the Senate he be judged 
in contempt of Congress.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Medical 
care providers waiting months for 
millions owed them by the state could 
hold back their taxes under a bill now 
pending in the Ohio Senate. 
Sen. 
Harry 
L. 
Armstrong, 
R-17 
Logan, introduced the bill Thursday on 
behalf of doctors, hospitals, dentists, 
pharmacists, and others owed by the 
state for helping the medically indigent 
under the federal Medicaid program. 
The Welfare Department is several 
months behind on payments totaling 
more than $30 million as a result of 
clerical problems and the conversion in 
the department to a new computer 
system. The department says it is now 
catching up. 
Under 
A rm strong's 
bill, 
the 
providers could deduct amounts owed 
them from any state tax they pay 
which goes into the state’s general 
fund primarily the income tax. 
The veteran senator said he doesn't 
know about the departm ent’s clerical 
problems, but that he does know one 
hospital “ that's going broke.” 


He said the small hospital in southern 
Ohio is owed $100,000 by the state. 
“There are doctors and dentists in the 
same position. They need to be paid,” 
Armstrong said. 
His bill was among 25 introduced in 
the Senate and House before the 
lawmakers adjourned floor sessions 
until next Tuesday. The House plans a 
floor vote that day on bills adding one 
judge each to the Lorain and Elyria 
Municipal Courts, and to provide four- 
year term s for presidents of municipal 
councils. 


House Speaker A.G. Lancione, D-99 
Bellaire, announced that the House will 
vote March 28 on the* highly-publicized 
and controversial w om en’s equal 
rights amendment. He had indicated 
earlier that it would be brought up next 
week. 


Rep. Michael P. Stinziano, D-30 
Columbus, 
the main sponsor, 
an­ 
nounced plans for the House debate on 
the issue to be carried live by Ohio 
State University’s WOSU radio station. 


The freshman lawmaker said the 
broadcast, which could last four or five 
hours, is “unprecedented” in Ohio 
legislative history. 
M eanwhile, 
opponents 
of 
the 
proposed constitutional amendment to 
prohibit discrimination on the basis of 
sex, started a campaign for its defeat 
in the House. 
Rep. Thomas P. Gilmartin, D-51 
Youngstown, issued a statement saying 
that his “ no” vote on the proposal will 
“ not be a negative vote, it is a very 
positive vote.” Gilmartin, who voted 
against the amendment in the State 
Government Committee, added: 
“The proponents have failed to show 
me how this will benefit the average 
housewife, who, in my estimation, is 
the very heart and key to our society.” 
Three bills were up for floor action 
Thursday, and all passed in their 
respect ive chambers. The Senate voted 
30-1 to allow members of local school 
boards to also serve on boards of joint 
vocational school districts. 
Approved by lopsided margins in the 


House were measures to lift a $2,000 
limit on township cemetery levies and 
to exempt certain medical supplies and 
accessories from the state sales tax. 


Rep Joseph P. Tulley, R-59 Mentor, 
introduced a bill allowing Ohioans to 
purchase $50 worth of clothing a year 
without paying the state sales tax. He

tax and that his bill would partially 
exempt it.

Federal strip m ining law

To no one’s surprise. President 
Carl E Bagge of the National Coal 
Association has reiterated the in> 
dustry view that federal law to 
regulate strip mining is not really 
needed He and his colleagues would 
much prefer to have the matter left 
to the states, 
The states’ generally poor record 
thus far in this respect underlines a 
well documented fact. Industries 
which operate in numerous states 
almost always prefer state to 
federal regulation because this 
makes it easier to get the sort of 


legislation they want. If they lose in 
one state and get a tough law. they 
may have better luck in archer. 
Bagge did make a point of some 
merit in his comments at the NCA's 
Symposium 
on 
Mineland 
Reclamation. 
He 
urged 
that 
regulations for putting land back 
into shape after the overburden has 
been stripped to get at the coal 
should be consistent with a given 
area’s climate and topography. 
In this connection he noted that 
what may be suitable in an Eastern 
state might not be appropriate for a 


thinly settled, arid region in the 
West. 
However, Bagge’suseof this as an 
argument against federal legislation 
is not warranted Such law can be 
wTitten so as to give all due con­ 
sideration to regional differences. 
Strip mine operators are presently 
ripping up land at the rate of several 
thousand acres daily. 
There is 
urgent need for tough federal law to 
assure protection of the public in­ 
terest in having mined-over lands

An episode lives in memory: John 
F Kennedy, 
battling 
for 
the 
Democratic nomination, is at this point 
in time wandering around the wintry 
wastes of Wisconsin. The press is 
everywhere, hustling for exclusives, 
trying to find Catholics who support 
Hubert Humphrey, attempting to pry 
from Kennedy a hard estimate of his 
anticipated vote, and in general 
providing a sense of movement to 
what was, in fact, a very inert cam­ 
paign. Always in the background was 
a ghostly figure of Teddy White, 
preparing the first volume of his “The 
Making of the President” series, and 
invariably, clustered around the in­ 
variably generous White, were the 
British correspondents, busily writing 
their “first-hand’’ copy! 
It 
is 
possible that 
a 
Fenian 
chromosome has led to some un­ 
merited bias, but later in Washington I 
got the distinct impression that the 
reigning British journalists looked on 
their assignment as comparable, say, 
to covering Zululand. I recall an in­ 
terview with one pontiff in early 1968. if 
interview is the right word. He came by 
the office and. in a nearly hysterical 
state, told me the United States was on 
the verge of collapse that we were 
simply “coming apart at the seams.” 
When I suggested that in the view of 
British writers the United States has 
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been ‘coming apart at the seams" for 
almost 200 years — with only one ac­ 
tual split, the Civil War — he looked at 
me as if I had told him the world was 
flat. 


OUR PARTING CIVILITIES con­ 
sisted of his informing me that I just 
didn t understand American politics 
and was incapable of spotting a 
“revolutionary situation” when I saw 
one. To which I replied that he was 
used to a nice police society where the 
masses knew “their place” and, in Mr. 
Dooley’s famous phrase, that the 
American people were not engaged in 
revolution but "merely beating the 
rug ” He may still be wandering 
around in search of that “revolution.” 
This is a long windup for some obser­ 
vations about a curiously rancid book 
about the Kennedy Administration by 
the British joumliast Henry Fairlie: 
“The Kennedy Promise: The Politics 
of Expectation" (Doubleday). As he 
notes, Fairlie arrived in Washington in 
1965, well after Kennedy’s death, so all 
his information and commentary is 
second-hand. His central thesis is that 
Kennedy was a faker, addicted to high­ 
blown rhetoric, who got the United 
States into all kinds of trouble by 
arousing unfulfillable expectations. He 
cites with obvious approbation Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan’s remark 
that if the British “people want a sense 
of purpose, they should get it from their 
archbishops.” In contrast, he argues, 
Kennedy attempted to usurp a spiritual 
role 
for government, 
casting 
the 
Presidency as a virtual Papacy. 
Fairlie is a conservative and his 
ideological position is, if one accepts 
Burkian 
prem ises, 
perfectly 
legitim ate. A number of serious 
American commentators such as Ir­ 
ving Kristol, Pat Moynhihan, and 
James Q. Wilson have criticized the 
over-politicization (an awful word, but 
precise) of the Kennedy-Johnson 
years, the notion that the government 
could take care of any problem. In­ 
deed. there is a good deal of merit in 
the argument —■ until one realizes, for 
example, that without government 
action the blacks would not even have

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crossed the threshold on the road to 
equality. 
But that is a separable argument. 
The problem with Fairlie’s book is not 
its philosophy; it is his incredible 
confusion of the Kennedy myth with the 
Kennedy reality. The notion that the 
.American 
people looked on 
John 
Kennedy alive as a charismatic figure 
with the attributes of a Byzantine 
emperor (one of Fairlie’s analogies) is 
simply 
preposterous. 
Moreover, 
Americans are used to high-flown 
political rhetoric: the theory that it 
intoxicates them is comparable to 
assuming that listening to Sunday 
sermons 
keeps 
Christians 
on 
the 
Virtuous Path. (In a different sector, 
one might note the amazing increase in 
domestic water 
usage during 
TV 
commercials). 
Perhaps the oddest aspect of this 
fundamentally conservative book is its 
reliance on left-wing sources. Kennedy 
was in fact under constant attack by 
liberals for not doing enough, for not 
providing 
effective 
civil 
rights 
leadership, but this Fairlie ignores in 
favor of I. F. Stone’s constant assaults 
on the President for playing “world 
policem an.” Between them they 
produce a Byzantine emperor, but not 
John Kennedy.

America’s opinion of military service 
inched upward last year, but nearly 60 
percent of civilian young men still held 
a negative attitude, says a survey for 
the Pentagon’s manpower office. 


The reasons given for not enlisting 
shifted as the draft approached zero in 
1972 and the United States disengaged 
from the Vietnam war. 


In two previous surveys in 1971, the 
report said, “ the principal reason cited 
for 
not enlisting 
was antagonism

By last summer there was less stress 
on these factors and “ increased em­ 
phasis accorded consideration of 
personal freedom and life style,” the 
survey found. The check was made last 
June but results have just become 
available. 


“ Also, youth were less likely to 
report fear of death or injury ... as 
deterrents to enlistment,” the report 
said.

doors to any new inmates

Penitentiary, a 139-year-old fortress 
that 
has 
housed 
n early 
140,000 
prisoners in its turbulent history, will 
d o se its doors to new inmates Friday. 
Warden Harold J. Cardwell says the 
prison “ stabilized” at about 680 in­ 
m ates earlier 
this month. 
Starting 
M onday, re ce iv in g , sc re e n in g and 
placing new prisoners will be handled 
at the Chillicothe Correctional Institute 
and the new maximum security prison 
at Lucasville. Remaining are inmates 
being 
screened, 
those 
heading 
for 
parole and an inm ate custodial force. 
I f s another step in state plans to 
eventually close the somber looking 
cluster of stone building near Capital 
City’s downtown area. Nothing definite 
has been decided, however, on what to 
do with the prison complex and the 30 
acres on which the facility is located. 
In the 1950s, Ohio Penitentiary had a 
population 5,200, nearly 5,000 of them 
lx?hind bars. 
“ I don’t know how they ever did it,” 
Cardwell said. 


The prison's history has been violent. 
In 1849, cholera struck, killing I IR of 
423 inmates.

perished in a fire believed to have 
started by a candle used in an escape 
try. 
In 1988, rioters started several fires. 
A month later, riots broke out again, 
and it took the Ohio National Guard, 
State Highway Patrol, Columbus police 
and prison guards to quell the out­ 
b re a k .

Guardsmen blasted a 10-foot hole in a 
prison wall and troops swarmed in 
There have been 343 executions at the 
penitentiary 
the first 28 hanged, the 
rest died in the electric chair installed 
in 1897.

March 14- when Donald L. Heinboldt 
of Columbus paid with his life for the 
robbery-slaying of a Columbus grocer.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—A hearing 
on a state request for a summary 
judgement in the case of an Ohio 
University trustee accused of conflict 
of interest was to begin today in 
Franklin County Common Pleas Court. 
State Attorney General William 
Brown filed a civil suit against Fred 
Johnson in August, 1972, seeking to 
have Johnson return commissions he 
received for insurance he sold Ohio 
University while he was a trustee. 
The state claims that Johnson 
received approximately $77,000 in 
commissions for the sale of life, major 
medical, and health insurance over a 
15-year period. 
Johnson has been a trustee of the 
university since 1947 and is still on the 
board. The university stopped paying 
commissions on the policies in 1971 
when the alleged conflict was first 
brought to light by the attorney 
general’s office. 
In the fall of 1971 a grand jury in­ 
vestigated the conflict of interest 
charges against Johnson but was 
desolved without any indictment being 
presented.

Vitamin E anrf Its Hoopla 


No one can tell us definitely if there is 
any validity to the claims being made 
about Vitamin E. 
With all the rave notices Vitamin E 
gets in the papers and magazines, one 
would believe that it is the answer to all 
ills. 
Is it? 
Mr. and Mrs. J. V. W., Calif. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. W.: 
Vitamin E is actually a group of 
vitamins known as “tocopherols.” 
This vitamin seems to have captured 
the attention of many enthusiasts, with 
and without proper scientific portfolio. 
The highest concentration of Vitamin 
E exists in foods like nuts, wheat germ, 
lettuce, and some forms of beef. 
The importance of Vitamin E to 
health is strangely recognized more by 
its deficiencies than by its value in 
nutrition. It is known that Vitamin E 
deficiency can affect fertility and 
changes within the uterus and the 
entire reproductive system. 
There are these who are so entranced 
by the mystique of Vitamin E that they 
give to it almost supernatural powers, 
such as preventing and curing cancer, 
heart disease and psoriasis, delaying 
the process of aging, and restoring the 
virtility of the lost fountain of youth. 
And these are but a few of the values 
ascribed to Vitamin E. 
I do believe that a sensible composite 


vitamin supplement may be of value, 
especially to those whose diets are 
inadequate. 
I do not believe, however, that there 
is any real scientific reason for such 
over-concentration on this vitamin 
whose value is yet unsubstantiated in 
the treatment and cure of recognized 
diseases. 
A patient of mine, in fact, did himself 
great injustice by his long delay in 
seeking medical advice. A condition 
that might have been controllable had 
gotten completely out of hand during 
the four months that he devoted to his 
self-prescribed high doses of Vitamin 
E. 
When, by chemical studies, Vitamin 
E deficiency is established by the 
doctor, he will suggest the exact 
dosage for replacement.

I. The danger is that the clubs may 
be divided 4-1, in which case, if you 
were to discard a heart on the king of 
spades at trick two, you would very 
likely finish down one.

2. Win the spade with the ace, enter 
dummy with a diamond, lead the queen 
of clubs and finesse. If the finesse 
loses, ten tricks become certain, If the 
finesse wins, repeat it. This method of 
play succeeds regardless of how the 
clubs are divided. 
If you were to duck the king of spades 
— a play often made in similar cir­ 
cumstances — you would be courting 
disaster. Thus, suppose North shifted 
to the jack of hearts — on which South 
played the queen. You would then be in 
danger of defeat whether or not you 
took the queen, and could go down if 
North had the king of clubs. 
You can guarantee the contract 
against every possible contingency by 
winning the opening spade lead. That is 
a good enough reason for taking the 
first trick.

CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 
— The Viet Cong released 32 more 
American prisoners of war today, and 
the senior officer in the group thanked 
President 
Nixon 
for ordering 
the 
bombing of Hanoi and Haiphong last 
December. 
Air Force Col. Theodore W. Guy of 
Tucson. Ariz., told a welcoming crowd 
at Clark Air Base he has no doubts that 
the heavy bombing of North Vietnam’s 
two main cities helped hasten the end 
of the war. 
“We are grateful that we had a 
President that made those decisions,” 
said Guy, 43. He was captured when his 
Phantom fighter-bomber was downed 
during a strike mission over Laos on 
March 22, 1968. 
“Dignity, honor and love of country 
are three things that most of us 


treasured and thought 
years,” Guy said. “ On 
of for many 
behalf of the 
men in this group, I would like to thank 
the President of the United States, Mr. 
Nixon, for bringing us home with this 
dignity and honor.” 
His words were in sharp contrast to 
antiwar and antim ilitary statem ents 
attributed to a dozen of the men in the 
group by Communist broadcasts since 
1968. However, all came off the plane 
smartly, saluted the colors and were 
cheered by the crowd. 
A U.S. Air Force hospital plane 
brought Guy, 26

and five civilians

The men freed Wednesday will begin 
leaving for the United States Saturday, 
and most of the 142 freed this week are 
expected to be home early next week.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— The Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
announced plans to bring the state’s 
major electrical utility plants into 
compliance with emission standards by 
July, 1975. 
State EPA Director Ira Whitman 
also revealed at a news conference in 
Cleveland Thursday that the state may 
bring criminal charges against the 
Republic Steel Corp. Republic Steel 
officials had no immediate response to 
Whitman's charge that the firm failed 
to initiate required cutbacks during an 
air pollution alert in Cleveland two 
weeks ago. 
W hitm an said the “ com pliance 
schedules” were issued to 14 electric 
plants, representative of the state’s 
seven m ajor utility groups, in order to 
force a confrontation on the utilities’ 
argument 
that 
the 
standards 
are 
technologically impossible to comply 
with. 
In part, the problem was com­ 
plicated by the plants’ using high- 
sulfur Ohio coal as fuel, Whitman said, 
although he said the state EPA was not 
convinced the requirem ents could not 
tx? met. 
He admitted that if the companies 
dem onstrate during the next six 
months that the standards are indeed 
out of reach that the state would seek 
other answers, possibly to include 
asking the federal government to 
waive the air standards in Ohio. 
“The wisdom of our decisions can be 
challenged, but the impossible cannot 
be made possible," he conceded. But he 
added: “ We will push to the wall to 
achieve the possible.” 
Whitman took a hard line on the 
Repubic Steel case, insisting that the 


state EPA was “not totally satisfied 
with the response of Republic Steel 
during the recent alert. In addition, it is 
my understanding that they never 
submitted” a contingency plan due 
Aug. 15, 1972.

(AP) — “If he 
catch you, he’ll beat you and bring you 
back,” m igrant worker Charles Bryant 
said of what happened to anyone who 
tried to escape the work gang of his 
boss. 
Bryant, 41, one of 27 workers freed by 
police T hursday from w hat was 
described as a slave labor camp, said 
his boss “had an order that you 
couldn’t go anywhere.” 
Joe Williams, 55, told police a fellow 
laborer who tried to escape was beaten 
until “ he just held his head and cried 
like a baby.” 
Police reported that many of the 
m igrants at the camp near here said 
Joe L. Brown and Lafayette Matthew 
held the traveling work crew by force, 
threats and indebtedness for as long as 
four years. 
A Dade County sheriff’s detective 
said the workers “were being held 
against their will and were being held 
as slaves.” 
Brown, 35, and Matthew, 27, were 
charged with false imprisonment and 
conspiracy to commit a felony. 
Fred Diaz of the county Migrant 
Health Clinic, said the men were in 
generally poor health. “ There is a 
suspicion of tuberculosis with some, 
others have slight pneumonia, liver 
disorders, heart conditions. Most are 
m alnourished. Some have bloody 
abcesses,” he said. 
Police said they went to the camp to 
investigate an unrelated assault and 
told the 
workers 
to stay 
around 
because they would be needed as wit­ 
nesses. 
Officers moved the laborers to a 
nearby hotel after Robert Washington 
told them “ You don’t have to worry 
about us staying here. We can’t leave.” 
Jam es 
Ralph, 45, said he was 
recruited by Brown four years ago and 
ever since he has been in debt to his 
boss. 
“Every week I’d be owing him $100, 
$200,” said Ralph. “ I don’t know what I 
owed him for. That’s what he had on 
the books.” 
The workers range in age from 22 to 
65 and included 26 men and one woman. 
Police said they cam e from a number 
of southern states and traveled from 
state to state in a bus owned by Brown. 
Police said Brown and Matthew and all 
but one of the workers are black. 
Police said Brown was carrying 
$43,785 in small bills in a blue tape- 
cassette box that he took from his 1973 
Cadillac. 
Brown was freed on $50,000 bond. 
Matthews remained in jail.

Solons shy from 
Nixon challenge 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Senate 
Judiciary Committee m em bers are 
showing 
no disposition 
to 
take 
President Nixon to court for refusing to 
let his official lawyer testify on the 
nomination of L. Patrick Gray III to be 
FBI director. 
“The committee has other action it 
can take,” said Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., a 
mem ber of the panel. 
He said, for exam ple, that the 
committee could simply tell Nixon it 
would not act on G ray’s nomination 
unless White House Counsel John W. 
Dean III appears for questioning. 
Nixon said Thursday he does not 
believe the committee would hold Gray 
“ hostage,” but the m em bers appear 
closely divided. The issue m ay come to 
a vote next week. 
Ervin not only is a Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee member but chairm an of a 
committee created by the Senate to 
investigate the W atergate bugging and 
other alleged political espionage and 
sabotage in last y ear’s presidential 
election. 
All indications are that if an attempt 
is m ade to compel Dean’s testimony, it 
will be done by Ervin’s committee in 
the W atergate investigation, rather 
than by the Judiciary Committee in its 
consideration of G ray’s nomination. 
“If we are going to have this con­ 
frontation, I’d rather face it with the 
select committee,” Ervin said. Other 
senators also said E rv in ’s committee 
would be the preferred battleground. 
At a news conference Thursday, 
Nixon said he would not allow Dean to 
testify at any congressional hearing 
and invited a Supreme Court test of his 
stand on executive privilege. 
“ If the Senate feels they want a court 
test, we would welcome it,” he said. 
Although Dean, at the President’s 
direction, declined the Judiciary 
Committee’s invitation to testify on 
G ray’s nomination, he offered to an­ 
swer relevant questions submitted in 
writing. 
The only way the comm ittee could 
force a court test would be to subpoena 
Dean and then, if he refused to appear, 
seek to have the Senate cite him for 
contempt. 
This is just what Ervin said he 
proposes to do if Nixon refuses to let 
Dean testify at the forthcom ing 
W atergate investigation. Ervin said 
Dean would be “a very relevant wit­ 
ness” at his committee’s hearings. 
“ If we get any information that any 


White House aide has any knowledge 
relevant to this investigation,” Ervin 
said, “I will certainly recommend to 
the committee he be subpoenaed and if 
he fails to appear or refuses to give 
information after appearing, I will 
recommend to the Senate he be judged 
in contempt of Congress.”

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Senate bill attacks late health payments 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Medical 
care providers waiting months for 
millions owed them by the state could 
hold back their taxes under a bill now 
pending in the Ohio Senate.

Logan, introduced the bill Thursday on 
behalf of doctors, hospitals, dentists, 
pharm acists, and others owed by the 
state for helping the medically indigent 
under the federal Medicaid program. 
The Welfare Department is several 
months behind on payments totaling 
more than $30 million as a result of 
clerical problems and the conversion in 
the departm ent to a new computer 
system. The department says it is now 
catching up. 
U nder 
A rm stro n g ’s 
bill, 
the 
providers could deduct am ounts owed 
them from any state tax they pay 
which goes into the state’s general 
fund prim arily the income tax. 
The veteran senator said he doesn’t 
know about the departm ent’s clerical 
problems, but that he does know one 
hospital “ that’s going broke.” 


He said the small hospital in southern 
Ohio is owed $100,000 by the state. 
“There are doctors and dentists in the 
same position. They need to be paid,” 
Armstrong said. 
His bill was among 25 introduced in 
the Senate and House before the 
lawmakers adjourned floor sessions 
until next Tuesday. The House plans a 
floor vote that day on bills adding one 
judge each to the Lorain and Elyria 
Municipal Courts, and lo provide four- 
year term s for presidents of municipal 
councils. 


House Speaker A G. Lancione, D-99 
Bellaire, announced that the House will 
vote March 28 on the highly-publicized 
and co n tro v ersial w om en's equal 
rights amendment. He had indicated 
earlier that it would be brought up next 
week. 
Rep. Michael P. Stinziano, D-30 
Columbus,

nounced plans for the House debate on 
the issue to be carried live by Ohio 
State University’s WOSU radio station. 


The freshman 
lawmaker said the 
broadcast, which could last four or five 
hours, is “ unprecedented” in Ohio 
legislative history. 
M eanwhile, 
opponents 
of 
the 
proposed constitutional amendment to 
prohibit discrimination on the basis of 
sex, started a campaign for its defeat 
in the House. 
Rep. Thomas P. Gilmartin, D-51 
Youngstown, issued a statem ent saying 
that his “ no” vote on the proposal will 
“ not be a megative vote, it is a very 
positive vote.” Gilmartin, who voted 
against the amendment in the State 
Government Committee, added: 
“The proponents have failed to show 
me how this will benefit the average 
housewife, who, in my estimation, is 
the very heart and key to our society.” 
Three bills were up for floor action 
Thursday, and all passed in their 
respective chambers. The Senate voted 
30-1 to allow m em bers of local school 
boards to also serve on boards of joint 
vocational school districts.

Federal strip mining law 


To no one’s surprise, President 
Carl E. Bagge of the National Coal 
Association has reiterated the in­ 
dustry view that federal law to 
regulate strip mining is not really 
needed. He and his colleagues would 
much prefer to have the matter left 
to the states. 
The states’ generally poor record 
thus far in this respect underlines a 
well documented fact. Industries 
which operate in numerous states 
almost always prefer state to 
federal regulation because this 
makes it easier to get the sort of 


legislation they want. If they lose in 
one state and get a tough law, they 
may have better luck in archer. 
Bagge did make a point of some 
merit in his comments at the NCA’s 
Symposium 
on 
Mineland 
Reclamation. 
He 
urged 
that 
regulations for putting land back 
into shape after the overburden has 
been stripped to get at the coal 
should be consistent with a given 
area’s climate and topography. 
In this connection he noted that 
what may be suitable in an Eastern 
state might not be appropriate for a 


thinly settled, arid region in the 
West. 
However, Bagge’s use of this as an 
argument against federal legislation 
is not warranted. Such law can be 
written so as to give all due con­ 
sideration to regional differences. 
Strip mine operators are presently 
ripping up land at the rate of several 
thousand acres daily. There is 
urgent need for tough federal law to 
assure protection of the public in­ 
terest in having mined-over lands 
restored 
to 
something 
ap­ 
proximating their natural state.

WORD EDGEWISE . . . by John P. Roche

An episode lives in memory: John 
F.Kennedy, 
battling 
for 
the 
Democratic nomination, is at this point 
in time wandering around the wintry 
wastes of Wisconsin. The press is 
everywhere, hustling for exclusives, 
trying to find Catholics who support 
Hubert Humphrey, attempting to pry 
from Kennedy a hard estimate of his 
anticipated vote, and in general 
providing a sense of movement to 
what was, in fact, a very inert cam­ 
paign. Always in the background was 
a ghostly figure of Teddy White, 
preparing the first volume of his “The 
Making of the President” series, and 
invariably, clustered around the in­ 
variably generous White, were the 
British correspondents, busily writing 
their “first-hand” copy! 
It is possible that a 
Fenian 
chromosome has led to some un­ 
merited bias, but later in Washington I 
got the distinct impression that the 
reigning British journalists looked on 
their assignment as comparable, say, 
to covering Zululand. I recall an in­ 
terview with one pontiff in early 1968, if 
interview is the right word. He came by 
the office and. in a nearly hysterical 
state, told me the United States was on 
the verge of collapse that we were 
simply “coming apart at the seams.” 
When I suggested that in the view of 
British writers the United States has 
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been “coming apart at the seams” for 
almost 200 years — v ith only one ac­ 
tual split, the Civil War — he looked at 
me as if I had told him the world was 
flat. 


OUR PARTING CIVILITIES con­ 
sisted of his informing me that I just 
didn’t understand American politics 
and was incapable of spotting a 
“revolutionary situation” when I saw 
one. To which I replied that he was 
used to a nice police society where the 
masses knew “their place” and, in Mr. 
Dooley’s famous phrase, that the 
American people were not engaged in 
revolution but “merely beating the 
rug.” He may still be wandering 
around in search of that “revolution.” 
This is a long windup for some obser­ 
vations about a curiously rancid book 
about the Kennedy Administration by 
the British journliast Hairy Fairlie: 
“The Kennedy Promise: The Politics 
of Expectation” (Doubleday). As he 
notes, Fairlie arrived in Washington in 
1965, well after Kennedy’s death, so all 
his information and commentary is 
second-hand. His central thesis is that 
Kennedy was a faker, addicted to high­ 
blown rhetoric, who got the United 
States into all kinds of trouble by 
arousing unfulfillable expectations. He 
cites with obvious approbation Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan’s remark 
that if the British “people want a sense 
of purpose, they should get it from their 
archbishops.” In contrast, he argues, 
Kennedy attempted to usurp a spiritual 
role for government, casting the 
Presidency as a virtual Papacy. 
Fairlie is a conservative and his 
ideological position is, if one accepts 
Burkian 
premises, 
perfectly 
legitimate. A number of serious 
American commentators such as Ir­ 
ving Kristol, Pat Moynhihan, and 
James Q. Wilson have criticized the 
over-politicization (an awful word, but 
precise) of the Kennedy-Johnson 
years, the notion that the government 
could take care of any problem. In­ 
deed, there is a good deal of merit in 
the argument — until one realizes, for 
example, that without government 
action the blacks would not even have

crossed the threshold on the road to 
equality. 
But that is a separable argument. 
The problem with Fairlie’s book is not 
its philosophy; it is his incredible 
confusion of the Kennedy myth with the 
Kennedy reality. The notion that the 
American people looked on John 
Kennedy alive as a charismatic figure 
with the attributes of a Byzantine 
emperor (one of Fairlie’s analogies) is 
simply 
preposterous. 
Moreover, 
Americans are used to high-flown 
political rhetoric: the theory that it 
intoxicates them is comparable to 
assuming that listening to Sunday 
sermons keeps Christians on the 
Virtuous Path. (In a different sector, 
one might note the amazing increase in 
domestic water usage during TV 
commercials). 
Perhaps the oddest aspect of this 
fundamentally conservative book is its 
reliance on left-wing sources. Kennedy 
was in fact under constant attack by

The EPA, in granting the variance, 
also ordered Clarke to close down his 
controversial “teepee” incinerator at 
Interstates 75 and 275 by April 18 and 
have the new plant under construction 
by Sept. 15.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Young 
America’s opinion of m ilitary service 
inched upward last year, but nearly 60 
per cent of civilian young men still held 
a negative attitude, says a survey for 
the Pentagon’s manpower office. 


The reasons given for not enlisting 
shifted as the draft approached zero in 
1972 and the United States disengaged 
from the Vietnam war. 


In two previous surveys in 1971, the 
report said, “the principal reason cited 
for 
not enlisting 
was 
antagonism 
toward war or the military estab­ 
lishment.’’ 


By last sum m er there was less stress 
on these factors and “increased em­ 
phasis accorded consideration of 
personal freedom and life style,’’ the 
survey found. The check was made last 
June but results have just become 
available. 


“Also, youth were less likely to 
report fear of death or injury ... as 
deterrents to enlistm ent,’’ the report 
said.

Porter’s order Thursday said the 
complaint “shows on the face of it that 
the plaintiff and others were placed on 
buses only after engaging in a sitdown 
strike—and—thus there m ay have been 
an emergency which justified the 


transfer without the niceties of due 
process.’’ 
Porter said Firm an did not specify 
which rights he thought were violated. . 
He said further that the suit could not ‘ 
be considered a class action because 
each of the 52 cases will be different.!

Bartunek was a state senator from 
1949 to 1964, a probate judge for the 
next six years and county party 
chairman from 1970 to 1972.

Ohio Penitentiary doses 
doors to any new inmates

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
Penitentiary, a 139-year-old fortress 
th at 
has 
housed 
nearly 
140,000 
prisoners in its turbulent history, will 
close its doors to new inmates Friday. 
Warden Harold J. Cardwell says the 
prison “stabilized” at about 680 in­ 
mates earlier this month. Starting 
M onday, receiving, screening and 
placing new prisoners will be handled 
at the Chillicothe Correctional Institute 
and the new maximum security prison 
at Lucasville. Remaining are inmates 
being screened, those heading for 
parole and an inmate custodial force. 
It’s another step in state plans to 
eventually close the somber -looking 
cluster of stone building near Capital 
City’s downtown area. Nothing definite 
has been decided, however, on what to 
do with the prison complex and the 30 
acres on which the facility is located. 
In the 1950s, Ohio Penitentiary had a 
population 5,200, nearly 5,000 of them 
behind bars. 
“ I don’t know how they ever did it,” 
Cardwell said. 


The prison’s history has been violent. 
In 1849, cholera struck, killing 116 of 
423 inmates. 
In 
a 
1930 
Easter 
tragedy, 
322 
perished in a fire believed to have 
started by a candle used in an escape 
try. 
In 1968, rioters started several fires. 
A month later, riots broke out again, 
and it took the Ohio National Guard, 
State Highway Patrol, Columbus police 
and prison guards to quell the out­ 
break. Five inm ates died when 
Guardsmen blasted a 10-foot hole in a 
prison wall and troops swarmed in. 
There have been 343 executions at the 
penitentiary—the first 28 hanged, the 
rest died in the electric chair installed 
in 1897. Three of them were women. 
The last execution was IO years ago 
March 14—when Donald L. Reinboldt 
of Columbus paid with his life for the 
robbery-slaying of a Columbus grocer.

Berger calls “ something like a car­ 
nival” — and tourists, maybe 30.000 of 
them, he says. 
Berger says the buzzards apparently 
were attracted to their dead tree roosts 
150 years ago, when hunters left a lot of 
skinned carcasses to freeze during the 
winter and rot when they thawed in the 
spring. 
Buzzards return to their favorite 
perches “ year after year,” he says. 
Are they ever early? "W ell, we're not 
allowed to say.” Berger answered with 
a laugh, then added: “ There have been 
some sightings before, but we believe 
people are seeing either hawks or 
crows in the sky and not buzzards.” 
The Sunday ceremony and the March 
15 tradition, he said, was started by the 
park district’s Lt. Walt Nawalaniec in 
1957 with the help of a Cleveland 
reporter.

But this, too, passes out as the two 
ignore their respective advisors from 
both magazines and decamp in search 
of true love, a Walt Disney movie and a 
pizza. 


The only segment that really seems 
to score is one in which Miss Tomlin 
plays one of those average American 
housewives who have nothing to do but 
tout laundry detergents on television. 


She declares that her detergent 
really does the job and starts filling the 
laundry machine with a load that im 
eludes son B illy’s dirty chinos and her 
husband’s lipstick-stained shirt. 


She sort of loses her train of thought 
after pondering those lipstick stains 
and finally explodes, “ Well, you want 
to know something? Billy isn’t yours! ”

No one can tell us definitely if there is 
any validity to the claims being made 
about Vitamin E. 
With all the rave notices Vitamin E 
gets in the papers and magazines, one 
would believe that it is the answer to all 
ills. 
Is it? 
Mr. and Mrs. J. V. W., Calif. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. W.: 
Vitamin E is actually a group of 
vitamins known as “tocopherols.” 
This vitamin seems to have captured 
the attention of many enthusiasts, with 
and without proper scientific portfolio. 
Tile highest concentration of Vitamin 
E exists in foods like nuts, wheat germ, 
lettuce, and some forms of beef. 
The importance of Vitamin E to 
health is strangely recognized more by 
its deficiencies than by its value in 
nutrition. It is known that Vitamin E 
deficiency can affect fertility and 
changes within the uterus and the 
entire reproductive system. 
There are these who are so entranced 
by the mystique of Vitamin E that they 
give to it almost supernatural powers, 
such as prevailing and curing cancer, 
heart disease and psoriasis, delaying 
the process of aging, and restoring the 
virility of the lost fountain of youth. 
And these are but a few of the values 
ascribed to Vitamin E. 
I do believe that a sensible composite 


vitamin supplement may be of value, 
especially to those whose diets are 
inadequate. 
I do not believe, however, that there 
is any real scientific reason for such 
over-concentration on this vitamin 
whose value is yet unsubstantiated in 
the treatment and cure of recognized 
diseases. 
A patient of mine, in fact, did himself 
great injustice by his long delay in 
seeking medical advice. A condition 
that might have been controllable had 
gotten completely out of hand during 
the four months that he devoted to his 
self-prescribed high doses of Vitamin 
E. 
When, by chemical studies, Vitamin 
E deficiency is established by the 
doctor, he will suggest the exact 
dosage for replacement.

I. p ie danger is that the clubs may 
be divided 4-1, in which case, if you 
were to discard a heart on the king of 
spades at trick two, you would very 
likely finish down one. 
The best method play is to ruff the 
second spade lead, draw trumps and 
play the A-K of clubs. If both opponents 
follow suit you have the rest of the 
tricks, but, if etiher opponent shows out 
on the second club lead, you still have a 
heart finesse or two to fell back on to 
save the day. Thus, you would make 


the slam by the suggested line of play if 
North held:

but would go down if you made the 
mistake of discarding a heart on the 
king of spades at trick two. 
2. Win the spade with the ace, enter 
dummy with a diamond, lead the queen 
of clubs and finesse. If the finesse 
loses, ten tricks become certain, If the 
finesse wins, repeat it. This method of 
play succeeds regardless of how the 
clubs are divided. 
If you were to duck the king of spades 
— a play often made in similar cir­ 
cumstances — you would be courting 
disaster. Thus, suppose North shifted 
to the jack of hearts — on which South 
played the queen. You would then be in 
danger of defeat whether or not you 
took the queen, and could go down if 
North had the king of clubs. 
You can guarantee the contract 
against every possible contingency by 
winning the opening spade lead. That is 
a good enough reason for taking the 
first trick.
